Balkan bloc” and accused the Soviet Union of departing from 
many of the Big Three agreements reached at Yalta and else- 


where. 


Both he and Prime Minister Attlee agreed that major 
powers had misused their voto authority in the United Na- 
tions security council, Mr. Attlee called for a review of 
its use so the council could “fulfill its original intention.” 

Freely admitting deep differences with Russia, Mr. Attlee 


declared: 


“Nevertheless, we believe it is not only possible but es- 


sential for us to work together i 
of another war.”

OTTAWA.—Appointment of K. | 
W. Taylor as deputy chairman of 
the prices board in order to enable 
Donald Gordon to give “more time

Mr. Gordon cautioned against 
reading too much into the new ap- 
pointment, which is designed to take 
some load off the chairman's 
shoulders and place it upon Mr. 
Taylor's. But he did say that he 
hoped the change would give him 
more time to figure out “Where do 
we go from here?”

Col. Andrus announced he had 
received official notice of British 
rejection of Franz von Papen’s re- 
quest for entry into the British 
zone of occupation. The acquitted 
former diplomat previously was 
turned down by the French, leaving 
him only the United States zone 
as a domicile, since he never con- 
sidered the Russian zone. 

Military government officials con- 
ferred with von Papen to determine 
where in Bavaria he wished to go 
and Col. Andrus said he would be 
taken there later Wednesday, 

Von Papen is almost certain to 
be arrested at once for trial by a

| BRIGHTON, Sussex— Britain's 
| trades unionists at their 78th an- 
nual general conclave in this sea- 
side resort town Wednesday lashed 
}out at one of the Labor govern- 
|ment’s pet foreign policies—settle- 
{ment in this country of approxi- 
mately 300,000 men of Gen, Anders’ 


| Amid scenes of uproar, delegates 
heard the Poles described as “Fac- 
| ists,” “aliens,” and 
foreign elements”—and worse—by 


| the nation’s working men and wo- 
| men, 

| The issue, which rose on a re- 
commendation of the Trades Union 
congress general council (steering 
committee) that Poles be taken in- 
to Eritish industry subject to a 
number of restrictive conditions, re- 
sulted in a split vote after a morn- 
ing of hectic uproar. The issue has 
become the most contentious ever 
to come before a conference of the 
potent Trades Union congress. 

Delegates finally beat down the 
rebellion against the government- 
sporsored Polish resettlement corps, 
defeating by a 3-to-2 margin a 
measure opposing plans to absorb 
former members of Gen, Anders’ 
army. 

At one stage the argument threat- 
ened to split the whole conference 
as inany delegations rose to hurl 
charges of “Fascism” at other dele- 
gations and at speakers. It was only 
after a conciliatory speech from Sir 
Joseph Hallsworth, head of the 
National Union of Distributive and 
Allied Workers and _ influential 
member of the congress general 
council, that the majority of dele- 
| gates would agree to vote. It was 
|his elequent speaking that won a 
slight majority in favor of the ex- 
isting policy of the Trades Union 
congress with respect to the Poles 
/and saved the face of Foreign Sec- 
retary Bevin's policy with regard 
to them. 

The debate on the Poles repre- 
|sents a widespread public feeling 
against the exiled army, particul- 
arly in Scotland where Poles were 
stationed early in the war, One 
Scottish delegate speaking to the 
accompaniment of cheers told of 
an armed fight recently between 
Poles and Scottish villagers and de- 
clared “if the government does not 
get rid of the Poles for us, we will 
do it ourselves.” 

The Labor government’s policy 
has cOmmitted Britain to accept 
300,000 Poles for work in factories 
and on farms. The root of the 
Trade Unionists’ objections is that 
20,000 of them were at one time in 
enemy hands or actually served in 
the German army, although against 
their will, 

It is now felt they are getting 
more consideration in re-settlement 
/than Britain’s own returning ser- 
| vicemen, in addition to which they 
are getting government accommod- 
ation in old army camps, a situa 
tion which was at the root of squat- 
ter’s action in taking over many 
army camps recently.

For some of the committee s¢s- 
sions, to be held at neatby Lake 
Success, the U.N. will institute for 
the first time a regular system of 
simultaneous telephonic inter- 
pretation. With this device, delegates 
can listen to an address in their 
own language at the moment it 
fa being delivered in a foreign 
tongue, 

Each seat tn the room is equipped 
With earphones and a_ control 
switch. For instance, when the 
Russian representative speaks all 
other delegates not understanding 
that language merely switch their 
earphones to whatever language 
they desire, be it English, French, | 
Chinese or Spanish. | 

In previous assembly sessions all | 
the 51 delegates have spoken in one | 
of the five languages. Should they 
desire to use any other they may 
do so with the understanding they | 
provide personal interpreters.

OTTAWA.—There has been no 
increase in the drug traffic in 
recent months, although thefts of 
drugs from legitimate stocks 
throughout the dominion are still 
causing concern to the authorities, 
Kenneth C. Hossick, chief of the 
narcotics branch, department of 
health and welfare, stated here on 


the eve of an inspection tour which 


will take him to all the main 
centres in the Canadian west 
Mr. Hossick will be away about 
one month and will visit, among 
other places, Calgary and Edmon- 
ton. He will study narcotic con- 
ditions throughout the country in 
general, will confer with crown 


counsel and will be ready to make 
a detailed report on the drug traf- 
fic upon his return 


Mr. Hossick reported very little 
opium had been reaching Canada 
since early in the war. This was 
due to the lack of convenient ship- 


ping as well as to the vigilance of 
the R.C.M.P. The R.C.M.P. last 
year reported that seizi of opium 
smuggled ashore at Cz an ports 
had shown a decided decrease. It 
is understood the supply of this 
narcotic has also been largely ex- 
hausted in China, source of much 
of the drug. 


Narcotic thefts from drug stores 
and other legal legitimate dealers 
increased greatly during the war, 
due to the scarcity of drugs. While 
such thefts are usually committed 
by addict criminals this field also 
continues to occupy the atttention of 
non-addict criminals such as safe-

No whim, the activity in the de- 
partment’s research laboratory is 
the result of repeated pleas from 
poultrymen and egg handlers. 

“They have been trying for years 
to get a more durable egg,” the re- 
Search man told a reporter, “and 
we are close to the payoff now. We 
really have something.” 

What they have, he went on, is 
an egg which will withstand be- 
tween eight and nine pounds pres- 


sure, As eggs go, that is a lot of 
pressure, Most eggs crack at four 
pounds or less, 

Specifically, the department is 


working for two things: a tougher, 
less porous shell, and a firmer 
white of the ege. Both are importani 
in shipping and storing. 

For a long while, the department 
Was on the wrong track altogether, 
It assumed, as did almost everybody 
else, that a hen’s diet determines 
the kind of shell. 

Finally, the researchers found 
that given an eyen break on food, 
some hens made tougher shells than 
others, From there on, the hunt for 
the less fragile shell was simply a 
matter of breeding. 

By the same route, the laboratory 
has developed a type of chicken 
that produces eggs with thick white 

Besides providing a firmer layer 
under the shell, that thick white 
adds to the keeping quality, the re- 
search man said.

Henry Dale, noted British scientist 
proposed Tuesday that the world’s 
universities might prevent secret 
plans for war by*a world-wide 
agreement declining to carry on 
research under military secrecy 

“Could not the universities of 
the world unite in banning secrecy 
from any activities of their depart- 
ments?” Sir Henry asked 

In an address before a distin- 


guished group of scientists from 25 


countries at a meeting of the Nat- 
ional Academy of sciences, he said 

“Nobody can guess what future 
discovery may offer, or predict 
what might be the result of com- 
mitting effort and resources, on a 
scale comparable to those which 
produced the atomic bomb, to the 
general exploitation of other pos- 
sibilities of using science as an 
agent of wholesale massacre and 


destruction.” 
Now that the war has ended, Sir 


Henry said, “Scientists look for 
the freedom (of research without 
secrecy) that victory was to in- 
sure.” 

But, he added, scientists may be 
told by their national leaders that 
“abandonment of national secrecy 
in science would make the retention 
of any kind of military secrecy 
impossible, and that this would 
compromise rights of national 
sovereignty.” 

“We must reply. I think, that as 
scientists we are concerned, not 
with the maintenance of military 


secrecy or of national sovereignty 
but with that of scientific freedom,’ 
he said. 

“If national sovereignty means 
a right of any nation to prepare in 
secret for the destruction of others 
and to use science for that purpose 
its maintenance will destroy the 
spirit of science as we have known

Veterans make up nearly one-half of the 
enrollment at the University of Alberta for 
the coming year. They are 2.115 strong, 
with perhaps more to register. The number 
would of course be greater if classroom and 
housing accommodation were not limited. 

This speaks well for the kind of men 
and women who served in the combat and 
auxiliary forces, and well also for the part 
service veterans are to play in the profession- 
al and business life of the province, It may 
be recalled that last year ex-Service students 
were reported as making better progress on 
the average than others, possibly because 
they were older and had acquired a more 
serious view of life.

years from now to try to sell inferior grain 
or meat anywhere. 

The challenge to Alberta farmers is that 
they keep abreast — and a little ahead if 
possible — in the world-wide contest for top 
quality products. Men and women who have 
a background of scientific training will be 
best able to meet that challenge success- 
fully, And the example they set and the 
leadership they give will be a main factor in 
raising and maintaining the quality average 
all over the province. 


“Ye Are of More Value” 


During the first seventeen days of Oct- | 


ober eleven persons died as the result of 
highway accidents in Alberta, Five of these 
were killed in crashes at railway crossings, 
Figures are not available as to the number 
who were injured, nor as to how many mis- 
haps occurred in total. 

No doubt October has been a “bad” 
month for the record, Road killings do not 
go on at this rate all the time or much of the 
time. But the Cetober figures are not as far 
above normal as should be the case. In pro- 
portion to population and density of traffic 
the average of highway tragedies is too high 
in this province. 

Only one explanation seems to fit in with 
the facts, People in Alberta do not set as 
high value on life as they should. They risk 
their own lives and those of other persons 
when there is no reason to do so and no ex- 
cuse that can be reconciled with any reason- 
able regard for safety or courtesy, There 
are instances of this every day in every centre 
and on every well travelled highway. 

Jay-walking, speeding, ignoring traffic 
Signs are common occurences, all in defiance 
of the law, but also all in defiance of any 
tolerable conception of-safety. These things 
would not occur, law or no law, if life was 
regarded as a sacred thing. The Hindus are 
more careful of their cows than some Alber- 
tans are of themselves and their neighbors 
on the highways, 


They Dare not Fail 

The Assembly of the United Nations is 
meeting today, at Flushing Meadows, Long 
Island. It is the nearest approach yet to 
the “Parliament” of the world about which 
Tennyson wrote, Considering its represen- 
tative capacity and its vast powers, the term 
is not inappropriate, And, like a parliament, 
no man can foretell whither its discussions 
will lead, nor to what decisions, 

Time has clarified the picture of world 


conditions since the delegates last met. If 
the clarifying has disclosed some nerve- 


wracking features, many serious situations, 
and some sordid details, it has also brought 
out some reassuring facts, 

For one thing, it is patent now, and ac- 
cepted as true, that a third general war 
would be horrible and destructive beyond 
comparison, would almost certainly wreck 
civilization, and might even exterminate the 
race 

So generally is this recognized that it 
can be said with confidence no country wants 
to provoke war, and all countries profess a 
keen anxiety to build barriers of good-will 
and mutual helpfulness against such a 
calamity. 

Meeting in this atmosphere, the pro- 
ceedings of the Assembly can only be pre- 
viewed with hope. The 51 United Nations 
are gripped by a common apprehension of 
the unthinkable consequences should they 
fail to live together in peace, Only if they 
are stricken with madness can their repre- 
sentatives in the Assembly separate with- 
out having done what they can do to preserve 
inter-nation harmony and cultivate world-

in Canada, A shipload of British 
materials would help aonsider- 
ably, if it contained such things 
as fine yarns and shirting fabrics.

During the strike at the Valley- 
field plant of Canadian Cottons, 
limited, alone, Canada lost 10 per 
cent of a year’s supply of primary 
cotton fabric. This plant norm- 
ally produces the entire domestic 
supply of the fine yarn used in 
underwear, hosiery and particu- 
larly children’s socks and stockings, 
finer fabric and electric wire in 
sulation. 


The plant also produced woven 
cloth including great quantities 
used in women and children’s 
wear, shirts and drapery, In ad- 
dition a substantial proportion of 
fabric for work clothes was cut off. 


While these losses were not felt 
immediately in production § of 
clothing, the impact is inevitable. 
Children’s stocking output went 
down toward the end of June. But 
for the strike the figures for the 
first half of the year would have 
been substantially above the same 
period in 1945, 

Even without strikes textile 
production was having trouble, 

One vexing problem is the lack of 
skilled help, The Canadian hosiery 
industry is rapidly converting 
from rayon to nylon, But different 
techniques and different skills are 
required for nylon than for rayon, 


Training people accustomed to 
rayon to work on nylon takes 
time, 

One effect of the reconversion 


was a decline in the quality of 
post - war compared with pre - war 
nylons. They wore out much quick- 
er, They developed flaws more 
readily, Only time and acquisi- 
tion of skill will fix that, 


If Canadian mills had kept on 
making rayon stockings the stock-

NEW YORK—AI! countries tend 
to become unsettled at election 
time and the United States is no 
exception to this rule On November 
5, the American people will go to 
the polls to elect a new House of 
Representatives and one-third of 
the Senate. 

Many political observers believe 
President Truman and the Demo- 
crats will lose their majority in 
the House of Representatives, but 
that they have about an €ven mon- 
ey chance of retaining a slender 
majority in the Senate. If the re- 
sults confirm this forecast, it will 
be an augury for a Republican 
victory in the Presidential election 
in 1948, For every time since 1890 
that there has been a change in 
the party line-up in the House 
after a mid-term election, the vic- 
torious party has won the presi- 
dency two years later. : 

Thus, the real political interes! 
in the coming election is a form 
of delayed atom bomb, The true 
significance of the results will lie 
in the indication they give as to 
who will move into the White 
House in January, 1949. 

If the Democrats are badly beat- 
en this November, there may be a 
powerful movement by the party 
to nominate someone other than 
Mr. Truman for the next presi- 
dential election.

on the spot and mailed each night

ful points are explained or cleared 
up, and the result is the saving 
of days and sometimes weeks, 
Questions requiring special decis- 
iens are referred to departmental 
heads with full explanations by 
the counsellor who knows justwhat 
points are important, This again 
saves time, 


Veterans appreciate this service 
because it makes them realize that 
the department is anxious to help 
them. They also appreciate the 
saving of time, and the saving of 
the expense of long trips to the 
city and the fact that talking a 
problem over is always more satis- 
factory than trying to settle it by 
an exchange of letters. The depart-

The revenue department had held 
that income from the estate for 
the years 1938 to 1941 was taxable 
and no part was exempt on the 
ground that it was revenue to any 
religious, charitable, agricultural or 
educational institution. This ruling 
was upheld by an exchequer court 
decision which resulted in the ap- 
peal to the supreme court. 

The supreme court held that two- 
fifths of the income—the proportion 
to which the Lacombe home and the 
Salvation Army were ultimately en- 
titled—was free of tax for 1938 and 
1939. Mr. Justice Rand and Mr.! 
Justice Estey dissented. They would 
have exempted all for 1938 to 1940.

LONDON.—Voyages to the moon, 
speculation about which has, 
intrigued men since the days of | 
Jules Verne, are almost as remote 
today as they were when Verne 
wrote his scientific romances. This 
is the opinion of one of Britain's 
leading scientists and authorities 
on the outer space, the astronomer 
royal, Sir Harold Spencer Jones. 


Writing to the Sunday Dispatch 
recently, Sir Harold firmly debunk- 
ed reports that man would set foot 
on the moon's surface before many 
more years passed. In fact, he 
added, man quite likely would never 
reach the moon, and even if he 
did, the chances of him returning 
would be so small as to be neg- 
ligible. 


With the development of the 
rocket, he said, the chances today 
are better than ever for an at- 
tempt at shooting a rocket pro- 
jectile at the moon, progress of 
which could be followed through 
powerful telescopes. But a multi- 
tude of difficulties stand in the 
way of launching a space ship with 
human passengers. 


Vast Difficulties 

Assuming that initial difficult- 
ies of launching such a lunar liner 
could be overcome, said Sir Harold, 
some of the subsequent difficulties 
would include avoiding meteors or
